After Laving o pened several ca.es the 
co ro ner co ncluded to eeiie the who le lo t and 
remo ve it to the mo rgue. 
Ex pro .-s wago ns 
were called. 
While to o cases were being 
placed in wago ns so me bo xes railed o ff to 
the pavement, breaking o pen and leaving 
the bo nes expo sed to view. 
The cro wd 
whio b bad assembled, having learned 
the 
cause o f the excitement, jumped o n tho 
bo tieg and tro d 
them under fo o t 
The 
o fficers quickly interpo sed, the lo ading was 
co ntinued witho ut further interruptio n, arvi 
the bo nes were remo ved to the mo rgue. 
Mo st o f tho bo xes were fo und to have 
co me fro m cities in the interio r o f the state. 
Tho se th at co me fro m the interio r are 
bo iled and prepared befo re shipment so that 
no o do r is perceptible o n the way. 
Only 
the bo xes remo ved fro m San Francisci 
cemeteries bad the flesh still o n them when 
taken to the cellar. 
It was the inteutio n o f 
the Chinese to have shipped all o f them o n 
the steaper City o f Pekin, which sails next 
Saturday. 
It is rumo red that the Chine*» 
Six co mpanies will bring an actio n against 
the co ro ner fo r remo ving the bo xes and re­ 
mains. 
Chinese ingenuity is illustrated by tho 
fact that tho se in charge o f the o peratio n» 
pro cured two live po lecats, ho ping that the 
o do r o f their bo dies wo uld o verco me the 
no iso me s-rnell fro m the bo iling po te and 
prevent the latter attracting attentio n fro m 
tho o uteide. 
The disco very o f such a ma+s 
o f putrefactio n lying in the very heart o f 
the city has eauted intense excitement. 
The sewers are kno wn to be filthy, and 
great fear fo r the health o f the city is felt.

AN ACCOUNT OF THEIR INTRODUC­ 
TION THIRTY-EIGHT YEARS AGO. 


An Innovation Proposed 
by 
J ohn M* 
Niles, of Connecticut—The First Two 
Postag e Stamps Issued In the 
United States« 


[Hartford Times.] 
Thirty-eight years ago the first postagB 
stamps were used in the United States. 
For 
175 years postage had been collected entirely 
n money, and in all cases prepayment was 
optional. 
Good old J ohn Haywood, who in 
ItiSO became the “ worthy master of the 
posts” at Boston, and the first postmaster in 
America, employed chance conveyance in­ 
stead of postage, with “ by the kindness o f’ 
-ome traveler as his postal service; and 
nothing was thought about stamping until 
1841, though such men as Franklin, Bache, 
Pickering and Kendall had been at the head 
of the postoffice department, and though 
the 
number of offices had come 
to be 
nearly 14^)00. 
On the *25th of March, 1840, 
J ohn M. Niles, of Hartford, became post­ 
master general, and signalized his adminis­ 
tration by many reforms. 
He turned the 
wrong side out of bis* predecessor’s work, 
and convinced his party and the president 
that Amos Kendall was not such a great 
man as had been imagined. 
It was necessary to cap ail by a genuine 
innovation, and he performed this by sug­ 
gesting the postage stamp. 
The suggestion 
was received with ridicule, and Mr. Niles 
soon after retired. 
His successor, Charles 
A. Wickliffe, put the department into the 
ancient 
ruts 
again, 
and 
when Cave 
J ohnson assumed the portfolio on the 
5th 
of 
March, 
1845, 
he 
found 
it a 
herculean 
task 
to 
reinstate 
the 
re­ 
form measures of Mr. Niles. 
During Wick- 
lifte’s administration the number of post- 
cffices had increased by only 895, but J ohn­ 
son saw in his term of office 4,237 offices 
added to the rolls, and witnessed other 
tokens of prosperity. 
Among the measures 
of Mr. Niles that he adopted was the post- 
age-stamp idea. 
The president had con­ 
verted his postmaster general from opppos- 
ing the reduction of postage to a champion­ 
ship of the lowest paying rates, and J ohnson 
garnished his conversion with fathering the 
su ggestion originated six years before.

On the 5th day of Au gu st, soon after the 
opening of the postm aster general’s office for 
the day, an oil gentlem an called to .see Mr 
Johnson on bu siness. 
The gentlem an 
was 
the Hon. H enry Shaw, a New Y ork er, who 
was not a stranger in W ashington in those 
Jays, and whose homo was in Lanesborou gh, 
Lias % 
He was a Berk shire cou nty m ag­ 
nate, a politician of no mean qu alifications, 
and the father of the well k nown H enry 
Shaw, Jr., (“Josh Billings”). 
Tw enty-three 
years before Mr. Shaw had recognized in a 
you th*of 17*-a tanner's boy who camo to 
Lanesborou gh to stu dy law —the germ s of 
a great life. 
lie assisted the lad in obtain­ 
ing a library, an l thu s inau gu rated a friend­ 
ship tha t death cou ld only sever. 
A fter twelve years of practice, in the fall 
of 1>39, the you ng law yer was elected to 
congress from the Eleventh congressional 
d istrict of M assachu setts, 
W hen George 
H. Briggs took his seat in December, 1831, 
ho was determ ined to work , and he carried 
u t his determ ination so well tha t his con­ 
stitu ents k ept him in congress tw elve years. 
D u ring that tim e ho did long and laboriou s 
service as chairm an of the com m ittee of the 
I stoffice and post-roads, and was both in 
th com m ittee and in Mr. Niles’ office the 
adv -cate of the reform s above allu ded to. 
In the Tw enty-seventh congress he crowned 
has -orie* 
f rob rm:s by inau gu rating a 
m ovem ent for redu cing tho rates of postage 
t 10 and 5 cents. 
The hou se passed the 
bill, bu t the senate did not reach it, and it 
iailod of becoming a law u ntil tho following 
year.

The First J ew ish Peer. 
[New- York Tribune.] 
The elevation of Sir Nathaniel de Roths­ 
child to the British peerage is in many re­ 
spects significant. 
Mr, Gladstone has the 
credit of creating the first J ewish peer; for 
though Lord Beaconstield was a J ew by 
race, he was not a professor of the Heb­ 
rew' faith, and, in fact, has done what 
was 
possible 
to 
efface 
his 
conneetloh 
with bis own 
people. 
But the Roths­ 
childs 
represent 
Hebraism all over the 
world, and their family has for many years 
been doing the actual fighting against the 
venerable prejudice which for so many cen­ 
turies refused to the J ews throughout Europe 
either social or political positions. -Even in 
this age of toleration it has taken more than 
a generation to conquer inherited antipa­ 
thies; but it is instructive to observe 
that in England 
the 
house of 
lords 
has always been behind the commons in 
this as in so many other points. 
Thus 
when in 1S49 Baron Lionel de Rothschild 
was returned to the house from London, and 
being refused his seat the J ews’ oaths of ab» 
juration bill was introduced to remove ids 
disabilities, the bill passed the house, but 
was rejected by the lords, and in 1855 and 
1859 the same measures repeatedly passed 
the house, only to be as steadily thrown out 
by the upper chamber. 
But it was not until 1871, after the aboli­ 
tion of tests, that a J ew was made master of 
arts at Oxford; and even when Disraeli was 
premier of England and in the zenith of his 
reputation tb£ re is reason to believe that be 
declined a peerage in favor of his wife, not 
because he did not desire the honor, but b^ 
cause he feared the political effect of his ele­ 
vation. 
A t a later period he accepted the 
distinction, though there w’as much grunv 
bling among the Conservative peers, but he 
was not regarded as a thorough J ew. 
The elevation cf Sir Nathaniel de Roths­ 
child, therefore, marks a decided advance 
It must be concluded that tho old prejudices 
have nearly disappeared. 
For though the 
special distinction of the Rothschilds is their 
financial position, and though this has often 
enabled them to control the course of power­ 
ful governments and to command at least 
the outward sbow cf homage and respect 
from the hau ghtiest aristocracy, their Ju ­ 
daism has alw ays been strongly marked, and 
they have never 
made any concessions in 
that particu lar. 


Slaves to Vehicles. 
[Chicago News.] 
Easy carriages are a lu xu ry and street 
cars are a great convenience, bu t the grow- 
iu g u se of them is driving the people of cu r 
great cities ou t of the habit of walk ing, and 
consequ ently into conditions of physical 
weak ness. 
Almost everybody in tho cities 
rides. 
The w ealthy m erchant comes to his 
office in his easy carriage, his best paid 
clerk s roll u p in cabs, and the “common 
herd” of his employes comes in street cars. 
All ride, and all are forgot ting, if they ever 
k new, how to walk . 
Go throu gh the day w ith the ordinary 
desk -clerk , the representative of thou sands 
of lives in every city, and see how little he 
walk s. 
In the m orning ho m anages to 
walk from hjs bed to the break fast taj>le, 
and from the table to the street car track . 
Sometimes, if he is feeling very strong, he 
even carries a cane or an u m brella from 
tho front hall to the street. 
Seated in the 
street car, he rides to his office door ar.d 
once more walk s a cou ple of rods. 
If ho has 
to go to an u pper floor he sits in the el » va­ 
lor. 
Then u ntil lu nch time ho sits stooped 
over his desk . 
Then, if all conditions are 
favorable, he sometimes w alk s—for ho has 
not yet u tterly forgotten how to walk to a 
restau rant in the next block and back to 
his desk , where tu - sit» u ntil a street cai 
tak es him home. 
If ho goes ou t in the 
evening it is in a carriu ge with his you ng 
lady or in tho street car w ith his family. 
He never walk s when he can ride.

action is m u ch greater than tha t of carbolic 
acid. 
Recent research has dem onstrated 
tha t the toxic effects of cru de napthoi were 
du e to the im pu rities it contained. 
Dr. Shoem ak er of Philadelphia, in a paper 
read before the Philadelphia Cou nty Medi­ 
cal association on the Medical Use and 
Valu e of Napthoi, conclu sively proved the 
non-poisonou s character of the pu rifloi or 
odorless napthoi by tak ing large doses in­ 
ternally. 
It has u o corrosive action u n the 
sk in, and will not inju ro textile fabrics. 
As 
a rem edial agent it acts with greater effici­ 
ency, and has m any advantages over c a r­ 
bolic acid; the fact of its being absolu tely 
odorless will mak e it a desirable su bstitu te. 
It is expected that it will shortly be pro­ 
du ced on a m anu factu ring scale as a su bsti 
tu to for carbolic acid.
